The slain agents were Antho­ 
ny Palm isano, 26. and Edwin 
Woodriffe, 27. a Negro and the 
first of his race to die in the line 
of duty with the FBI. 
The slayings, which touched 
off a search by hundreds of po­ 
lice dogs, and subm achine gun- 
toting colleagues of the dead 
agents, followed by less than 
two hours the arm ed holdup of a 
suburban M aryland Savings and 
Loan com pany. 
A teller had re d rie d B ryant’s 
nam e to police, saying she rec­ 
ognized him as a form er cus­ 
tom er. 
Bryant, a Negro, sought since 
he escaped 
from 
the nearby 
Lorton R eform atory in Virginia 
last August, was arraigned be­ 
fore a U S. com m issioner on two 
counts of m urder and held with­ 
out bail until a hearing Jan. 23. 
The agents were the 22nd and 
23rd to be killed on duty rn the 
history of the bureau.

Governor George Romney’s departure for 
Washington to become Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development creates occasion to thank 
him for his great services to Michigan. 
He has given the state six years of good 
performance in tile governor's office and an in­ 
fluence that went far beyond Lansing. He was 
successful, for instance, in revitalizing the Re­ 
publican party in Michigan, which was in such 
low estate when he was first elected governor 
that it was clearly a victory for him personally 
and not for the Grand Old Party.

It is paradoxical that George Romney should 
have been so successful in politics because he 
came to it as a last resort to effect civic reform. 
After an amazing success as an industrialist in 
reviving American Motors Corp. with the com­ 
pact automobile, be was impelled by his good 
citizen’s conscience into public affairs. 
He served as head of a citizens effort to aid 
the Detroit public schools, which lacked ade­ 
quate community support, and the effort was 
successful. It convinced Romney t h a t a “third 
force,” an organized citizenry working outside 
the partisan limits of the major political parties. 
could be effective in improving self-government 
in Michigan. 
He organized Citizens For Michigan and in­ 
vited Democrats, Republicans, labor, manage­ 
ment, educators and all other interested persons 
to join up on a citizen basis.

Citizens for Michigan did some good. TI tend­ 
ed to nudge the Democrats and the Republicans 
a bit with a “We’re watching you” activity, but 
it was never able to establish a large popular 
base of membership. It was a good idea that 
didn’t really work very well. Tt cast a bigger 
shadow than its actual substance. 
Critics said that Romney created it as a 
stepping stone to the governorship, but he didn’t. 
What it really did was convince George Romney 
that if he wanted to influence Michigan politics 
he had to become a Michigan politician: that 
third forces weren’t potent at the polls or in the 
Legislature.

He served in the Constitutional Convention. 
He was elected governor. As in the case of Citi­ 
zens for Michigan, the voters seemed more im­ 
pressed by the leadership qualities of the man 
who had saved American Motors than in the 
nominee of tho Republican party, which hadn’t 
had a member in the Statehouse at Lansing for 
14 years. 
There was talk that Romney "wasn’t a good 
politician,” that he carried into politics too much 
of the view of the industrialist, but the Romney 
record shows that he was a formidable politician.

His own party bucked his income tax plan 
and the Democrats, who had originated it. ducked 
too, but he eventually prevailed in this major 
victory for good sense and good government.

Ile was a conservative in the tradition of 
his party, hut more because of personal convic­ 
tion and the Tensing situation than because of 
party affiliation. Tile Democrats in Michigan are 
dominated by labor, particularly the United Auto 
Workers, and they’re for taxing and spending on 
big welfare programs. They are the minority 
party in Michigan and they represent the big 
city, big government trends. 
Romney is much more progressive than the 
right wing of Michigan Republicans but he in­ 
sists on fiscal integrity, on paying the hills for 
big government. When t h e legislature voted 
Medicaid as an extension of Medicare, but didn’t 
vote nearly enough money for the program, he 
put part of the benefits on the shelf until the 
money is in sight

This sort of honesty made a hero of Rom­ 
ney in Michigan, and properly. The Democrats 
helper! elect him and helped even more to k eep 
him in office. He blunted the conservatism of 
the Republicans and the progressive urges of the 
Democrats. 
He gave Michigan state government that is, 
comparatively, almost immaculate. Even before 
him Michigan had a state government of high 
quality, so recognized nationally. With him it’s 
probably topped only by New York and California. 
Romney gave up opportunity for fortune 
making in the automobile business to serve the 
public in the trauma of politics because of a 
personal compulsion of conscience to help pim­ 
ple. His performance has been so impressive 
that his opponents have been reduced to criti­ 
cism of his “piety.” It reminds us of Lincoln's 
reaction to the critics who said General Grant 
drank too much. Lincoln suggested that they 
learn what brand of whisky lie drank and that 
he’d get it for all his generals. Romney’* piety 
could be prescribed anywhere. 
He goes to Washington as a chief hope of 
our federal government to cope with the great 
problems of our troubled cities.

Despite

over the Warren Court’s “one 
man, one vote” ruling, no other 
historic decision by the same 
Supreme Court has been im ple­ 
mented so speedily and widely. 
The “astonishing” fact, says 
Dean Robert H. McKay of New 
York University l,aw School, is 
that today, only four years af­ 
ter the key decisions, the task 
of implementation is “essenti­ 
ally complete” with “surpris­ 
ingly little dislocation.” 
In an article in the current 
issue of The Michigan I,aw Re­ 
view, published by the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan Law School, 
McKay recalls that “until 1962, 
there was no recognized rem ­ 
edy in federal courts for even 
the most extreme inequality of 
population 
among 
otherwise 
comparable 
legislative 
repre­ 
sentation 
districts.” 
It 
was 
widely believed, for example, 
that federal courts would not 
review individual voter com­ 
plaints 
about 
malapportion­ 
ment. 
The 
W arren Court’* 
deci­ 
sions, applying the equal-pop- 
ulation principle to all levels 
of government, were hailed by 
some to have saved representa­ 
tive government from self-de­ 
struction. Others viewed the 
decisions as an abuse of judicial 
power. 
But today the public outcry 
has “ faded to a v\ hisper. C riti­ 
cism of the Supreme Court, a 
noisy issue in the 1968 presi­ 
dential 
campaign, 
did 
not 
emphasize the reapportionment 
decisions.” McKay notes. 
“The mood, even among po­ 
liticians. is that the decisions 
are acceptable; the accommoda­ 
tions have largely been made,” 
McKay writes. “It is not easy 
to think of any other m ajor 
Supreme 
Court 
decisions to 
which significant adjustm ent 
was so swiftly accomplished.” 
By the spring of 1968, Mc­ 
Kay reports, congressional dis­ 


trict lines were redrawn In 37 
states. Of the remaining 
13, 
five have a single representa­ 
tive each; two elect representa­ 
tives at large; and several did 
not require redictrictlng. Only 
nine states had any district 
with a population deviation in 
excess of IO per cent from the 
state average. 
State legislatures, too, have 
“responded with similar speed 
and integrity to the even more 
painful task of redrawing their 
own district lines,” McKay ob- 
servies.. 
Some unanswered questions 
remain, 
McKay 
notes: 
What 
population deviations ate con­ 
sistent with the standard of 
substantial population equality? 
To what extent if any, is the 
gerrym ander forbidden by the 
Constitution? And what agency 
should be given authority to 
draw election district lines?

Sense” bidding 
question. It involves the “Grand 
Slam Force.” 
Ely Culbertson invented this 
bid around 1935 and abandoned 
it because the bidders of that 
day weren’t ready for it. Today 
it is in general 
evpert 
use 
throughout the world. Specific­ 
ally it is a five no-truir.p bid de­ 
signed to ask partner how good 
his trumps are. 
North merely bids two clubs 
in response to his partner’s spade 
opening because he wants as 
much room as possible to m a­ 
neuver. He decides to jump to 
three spades as his second bid 
and is delighted when South re­ 
bids to four hearts. This an­ 
nounces good hearts and a sat- 
isfactory opening call so North 
is interested in six or seven. A 
Blackwood routine will tell him 
that his partner holds the ace 
and king of hearts and king of 
spades but 
it won’t tell how 
good South’s spades are. 
The five no-trump grand slam 
force gets him this information. 
There are many ways of re­ 
sponding to this convention but 
the most approved method is 
that the more you bid, the bet­ 
ter your trumps. 
South 
has 
opened one spade and bid and 
rebid hearts so that North is 
entitled to assume he has five 
spades and at least one of the 
three top honors. Six clubs would 
show this one honor and noth­ 
ing more, six diamonds show s a 
top honor plus something extra. 
It might be a sixth trum p but in 
this case it is the jack. With 
slightly better 
trumps 
South 
would respond six hearts, with 
king-queen sixth or king-queen- 
jack fifth he would bid six spades 
while with anything better, he
